W a s h i n g t o n , May 15.—The Presi­ 
dent is still aw aiting the com plete 
printing of the record of the Court- 
martial in General Howard’s ease, but 
it is certain that the Court was unan­ 
im ous upon all m atters affecting his 
character as an officer and gentlem an; 
also, in com m ending his conduct as 
Commissioner, his com plete innocence 
Is established.

W a s h i n g t o n , May 15.—The Presi­ 
dent has issued a proclamation, which 
is telegraphed to L ittle Hock. 
The 
proclamation sets fortli that certain 
disorderly and turbulent persons have 
combined togtlier to resist with force 
of arms the authority oi Baxter as 
Governor of Arkansas; tiiat Baxter 
lias been declared and duly elected by 
the Legislature, the only com petent 
tribunal; that ho has, in accordance 
with the C onstitution of the United 
States, called 011 the President to pro­ 
tect the State from dom estic violence; 
that both H ouses and a General A s­ 
sem bly convened by Baxter have also 
made a sim ilar request of the Presi­ 
dent, and the President, being author­ 
ized by the C onstitution and law s of 
the United States to render assistance 
asked in such cases and to command 
the dispersing of such insurgents; the 
President therefore 
now issues his 
proclamation, com m anding all turbu­ 
lent and disorderly persons to disperse 
and retire peaceably to their respect­ 
ive hom es w ithin ten days, and here­ 
after subm it them selves to the law s 
and authority of the E xecutive and 
other Constitutional authorities of the 
State.

Vasquez on Himself. 
Yesterday morning the editor of the 
H e r a l d “ interviewed” T ir bu r c io 
V a sq u e z, the caged lion now in the 
custody of Sheri tr R o w l a n d. The 
questions and answers are printed in 
another part of this paper. The his­ 
tory of the man, as embraced in his 
statements, is necessarily incomplete. 
It was understood at the outset that lie 
should tell his own story, answering 
only such questions as he thought 
proper, and make known only that 
which he desired should he given to 
the public. With this understanding, 
only such questions were asked as 
could be answered without prejudice 
to V asq uez during the trials and in­ 
vestigations to which he will hereafter 
be subjected. Many events in his life 
were skipped over with a word, or not 
alluded to at all. The man answered 
all questions promptly and with appar­ 
ent frankness. He is a frank man in 
ins manner, and possesses the power 
of impressing his listener with the 
idea that lie is not only speaking truly, 
but has neither occasion nor disposi­ 
tion to speak otherwise. That lie 
might say much not found in his state­ 
ment of yesterday, no one will deny. 
Many incidents in his life already in 
possession of the public were not 
touched upon, nor did we seek to 
bring them out. The story is simply 
that of V a sq uez, as V a sq u ez thought 
proper to tell it—no more. 


Oranges— The Supply and Demand. 
Some people—people who never look 
back and cannot see ahead—affect to 
think the orange, lemon and lime bus­ 
iness of Los Angeles will soon be over­ 
done; that the supply of this fruit will 
soon exceed the demand, and orange 
groves become things more of beauty 
than of profit. 
This reasoning, if 
reasoning it may be called, is false in 
every essential particular. That it is 
so, is proven by the fact that since this 
va ley began to grow semi-tropical 
fruit the demand for its products have 
always exceeded the supply. 
This 
season we have produced almost 
double the quantity of oranges grown 
duringany previous year; yet our pro­ 
ducers cannot fill the orders for oran­ 
ges. Up to this time, comparatively 
few Los Angeles oranges have gone 
beyond the ¡8an Francisco market. 
Certainly no considerable quantity 
has been marketed outside of the State; 
yet our supply is not equal to the de­ 
mand. What may we expect when 
the Southern Pacific is completed to 
this city, and the Texas Pacific 
stretches across the continent? An 
immense interior orange trade will be 
established at once. When the rail­ 
roads are completed we can supply 
New York and the other great cities 
of the East with fresher and better 
oranges, lemons and limes, at less 
cost than they can be had from other 
localities. How are we to overstock 
sucha market? If all Los Angeles 
Valley was one solid orange grove )\e 
should not he able to meet the demand 
_ for our fruit. There is not the slight­ 
est danger that the business of grow­ 
ing semi-tropical fruit in tins valley 
will ever be overdone, or that orange 
groves will ever be less valuable than 
now. 


T h e world is convulsed and the Re­ 
public is in danger, all because a man 
the 8an Francisco Post does not like 
has been appointed janitor of one of 
the public schools. 


Tiie Oakland News says Colonel 
S t e in b e r g e k has returned from the 
Navigator Islands, where lie was sent 
as Commissioner, and reports the 
native chiefs and foreign residents de­ 
sirous of having the United States 
(jlovernnient extend its protection over 
them. If we know anything about 
the Colonel’s mission to those Islands, 
and it so happens that we do, lie 
was not sent out as Government Com­ 
missioner, and the Government had 
nothing whatever to do with his pil­ 
grimage. He left San Francisco some 
months ago in a little schooner, pur­ 
chased or chartered on the cheap, 
manned on the cheap, and provisioned 
on the cheap. After much beating 
’ about he found a private secretary at 
the liberal salary of seventy-five dol­ 
lars per month. Government Com­ 
missioners do not do business in “this 
way. The truth is, the Colonel was 
operating as the agent of a few specu­ 
lators, and went out to see if the Nav­ 
igator Island chiefs could not be in­ 
duced to sell their kingdoms for a few 
red shirts and a barrel of whisky. As 
he lias returned, and is playing him­ 
self for a Government Agent, the in­ 
ference is fair that he iound the trade 
more difficult of consummation than 
lie or his employers anticipated. 


P a r t ie s of men bound for the HoIj 
comb Valley mining district are pass­ 
ing through this city daily, and they 
report themselves but the vanguard 
of those to follow. The reports from 
the mines arc as favorable as could be 
expected at this season of tfoe year, 
and in a few weeks we shall not be 
surprised to hear of many new and 
rich strikes. There is no doubt about 
the extent and richness of the mines 
already discovered in that locality, 
and experienced miners are confident 
that rich mineral districts will be de­ 
veloped at an early day, both north 
and south of llolcomb Valley. As 
yet but little thorough prospecting has 
been done in that portion of the 
State.

VASQUEZ. 


Interviewed 
by the Editor of 


the Herald. 


His Case from His Own 
Standpoint. 


HE CIVES AN ACCOUNT OF HIS 
LIFE AND EXPLO ITS. 


NO BLOOD ON HIS HANDS. 


The Narrative as He Gave It, With­ 


out Color or Prejudice. 


His Appearance, and the Condi- 
• 
tion of H is W ounds. 


The excitem ent which was created 
in our city Thursday afternoon on the 
capture 
of Vasquez, was 
scarcely 
abated yesterday. 
The one subject in 
everybody’s mouth was Vasquez; lie 
was discussed by numberless knots of 
people who gathered 011 the street cor­ 
ners, and heard tlie whole story of his 
capture recounted for the hundredth 
time. 
He was toasted over the bar, 
and Ills name bandied about in every 
joke. 
A s many as were permitted 
visited him during the day, and many 
were turned away without the coveted 
sight. 
IIIS WOUNDS. 
From the physician in charge of the 
wounded 
prisoner 
we gained, last 
night, full details in relation to his in­ 
juries. 
Altogether, Vasquez inis six 
wounds upon his person. 
One upon 
the back of the head is only an abra- 
sure of the scalp, caused by a buck­ 
shot which glanced off without doing 
any material injury. 
One is directly 
over the upper part of the breast hone, 
where a sm all ball, probably a buck­ 
shot, struck and glanced off like the 
first, producing only a very light 
wound. 
A slight abrasion was found 
under tlie left arm, which at lirst was 
supposed to be the place of exit for the 
shot which struck the breast, but it 
proves to be only a mere scratch and 
hardly worthy of mention. 
ANOTHER SHOT 
Penetrated the tendons of the thumb 
011 
the 
right 
hand, 
and 
is as 
harmless 
as the 
first two. 
Three 
buckshot entered the left arm, two of 
them m idway between the shoulder 
and elbow, and not more than an inch 
apart. One passed entirely through the 
fleshy part of the arm, one went nearly 
through, lodging just under the skin 
011 the lower side, and the third pene­ 
trated the forearm, and is still imbed­ 
ded in the muscles, where the doctors 
have been unable to find it, after re­ 
peated probings. 
A ll are sim ply llesh 
wounds, and are not in the least seri­ 
ous. 
No more than the usual fever 
attending gunshot wounds is observa­ 
ble in the patient. The doctor assures 
us that there is nothing to cause tlie 
least apprehension concerning his re­ 
covery, and that very speedily. 
HE SUFFERS LITTLE, 
And yesterday was able during the 
entire day to receive the numerous 
visitors who called at tlie ja il to see 
him. 
He talked freely with all who 
addressed him, and abated nothing 
from liis uniform suavity of manner. 
W ith an evening caller he shook hands 
in the most friendly manner, and ex­ 
changed wishes of gootl luck. 
HIS QUARTERS 
A re made us comfortable as the ease 
w ill permit, and he receives all neces­ 
sary attention from tlie physicians in 
charge and the jailor’s fam ily. 
A ll 
things considered, lie is perhaps in 
A MORE COMFORTABLE SITUATION 
Thun when lie was prowling around 
in tlie woods, not daring to lay liis 
head in a human habitation for fear of 
capture, 
i f suspense he so much 
worse than certainty, he 11111st surely 
feel some measure of relief through 
the sudden change in liis career which 
lias been accomplished. 


T H E REST OF TH E GAN O. 
Excepting only tlie two membi rs of 
liis party captured with the Chief and 
Greek George, the robbers’ host, the 
whole gang, w ith their confederates, 
are still at large. 
If any plans are 
on foot for their capture, they are not 
made known to the authorities. 


Through the politeness of Sheriff 
Rowland, the editor of the D a il y 
H e r a l d was yesterday permitted to 
visit Vasquez and hold a long conver­ 
sation with him. 
Vasquez is still 
weak from loss of blood, and quito 
sore from liis wounds. 
111 appearance 
he is anything but the ferocious, red­ 
handed brigand liis reputation lias 
given him . H e is a man of ordinary 
statute, with a w ell-knit, w iry figure. 
H e does not w eigli over 140 or 150 
pounds. 
His complexion is much 
lighter than the ordinary Mexican. 
H is features are clear cut, w ith an in- 
telligeut expression. 
H is eyes are 
rather large, and a light grey or blue 
in color. 
His forehead is high, and 
liis head well-shaped. I11 manner lie is 
frank and earnest, with no disposition 
to make him self a hero. 
H isgeueral 
demeanor is that of a quiet, inoffens­ 
ive man, and but for his calm, steady 
eye, w hich stamps liim as a man of 
great determination and firmness, 110 
one would take him for the terrible 
Tirburcio Vasquez. 
The editor introduced himself to the 
b andit by stating that he represented 
the Associated Press, and desired to 
know if he wished to m ake a state­ 
ment that should go out to tlie world 
in his own language. 
He replied that 


ho did wish to make such a statement, 
but lie was too weak to do so that day. 
A fter some further conversation lie 
expressed a willingness to go over the 
history of liis life up to the date of his 
capture. 
He understands English 
very well, but speaks it imperfectly, 
and tlie greater portion of the ap­ 
pended 
statement 
was 
obtained 
through Sheriff Rowland as inter­ 
preter. 
Vasquez lay upon a cot in 
one of tlie front rooms of tlio jail, and 
turning liis face toward liis questioner, 
iie 
answered 
every 
question in a 
prompt, unhesitating and apparently 
truthful manner. The following con­ 
versation took place between the editor 
and Vasquez: 
Editor— W hat you shall say to me 
w ill bo telegraphed to the Associated 
Press and published in the San Fran­ 
cisco papers and those in the East. 
You w ill not say anything that you do 
not wish published, or that m ay in­ 
jure you 011 your trial. 
Vasquez—1 have nothing to conceal, 
and w ill make a straight-forward, 
truthful statement. 
Q. Commence, then, w ith your boy­ 
hood days, and tell me w hat you rec­ 
ollect up to^lie first fight or difficulty 
in which you engaged. 
A . I was born in Monterey county, 
in this State, in the year 1837. 
I am 
now thirty-seven years of age. The 
first years of my life were spent in tlie 
county of my birth, in tlie usual man­ 
ner of tlie young of m y life and class. 
M y first difficulty occured 111 Monterey 
in a ball 100111, when I was fifteen 
years of age. 
I was engaged in a 
tight, hut 110 blood was shed. 
Q. A fter the light what did you do? 
A . I went to work, but tlie officers 
came to arrest me; 1 resisted; a fight 
ensued, and I escaped. 
No one was 
killed. 
. Q. H ave you ever taken a human 
life? 
A. No, sir; 1 have tied up and rob­ 
bed many men, but I have never shed 
blood. 
Q. A fter your escape from tlie offi­ 
cers in Monterey where did you go? 
A . I took a few cattle and went into 
tlie 
hills near 
Ukiaii, 
Mendocino 
county. 
The officers soon 
learned 
where I was, and again attempted to 
arrest me; hut after another fight, in 
w hich no one was killed, I escaped. 
Q. W hat time intervened between 
your fight in tlie hall room in Monte­ 
rey county and t ie last attem pt to 
arrest you in Mendocino county? 
A . Not more than seven or eight 
months. 
Q. Where did you go after leaving 
Mendocino county? 
A. 1 went to m y mother in Mon­ 
terey county and asked her blessing, 
and told her I was going out into the 
world to sutler and take my chances. 
Q. 
W hat do you mean by “ suffer 
and take chances?” 
A. 
That I should live off of tlie 
world, and perhaps sutler at its hands. 
Q. 
Is it true that you were driven 
to outlawry through injuries inflicted 
by white men? 
A. 
To a certain extent, yes. When 
I lived in .Monterey county I kept a 
dance house and sold liquor.* The 
Am ericans used to come in and beat 
and 
abuse 
me 
and m altreat my 
women. 
Q. 
is tlie story true that your wife 
was taken aw ay from you and de­ 
bauched by a white man, and were 
some of your relatives killed by Am er­ 
icans? 
A. 1 was never married in my life. 
Q. 
Do you think a woman had 
anything to do with your capture, or 
in placi ig the officers 011 your track? 
A. [Laughing]. 
No; I never trusted 
one with information that could harm 
me. 
Q. 
You say you have never killed 
anyone? 
A. 
No; I have 
always 
avoided 
bloodshed, and always urged m y peo­ 
ple not to kill or hurt those they 
robbed. 
Q. 
In what part of tlie State have 
you committed your robberies, or the 
most of them? 
A. 111 Santa Clara, Monterey, Fres­ 
no and Los Angeies counties. 
I have 
committed many robberies in those 
counties, but do not wish to name 
them or give details. 
I robbed Fire- 
baugh’s Kerry last November, and it 
was I and m y party who robbed the 
bank in Fresno and created the terrible 
commotion there some months ago. 
Q. 
Were you posted 011 the move­ 
ments of Morse and party? 
A. 
Yes; I knew every movement 
Mor-e made. 
1 have been around bis 
camp night after night, but have 
never been near enough to Morse to 
recognize liim, and should not know 
him if 1 met liim 011 tlie roud. 
Id o 
not know Sheriff Cunningham of San 
Joaquin 
county. 
I 
know Sheriff 
Adam s of Santa Clara county. 
He is 
a brave man. 
I could have killed h m 
several times. 1 never had Morse ii a 
sure place. 
Q. 
Did you ever have Sheriff Row­ 
land where you could have killed him? 
A. 
Yes; several 
times. 
He has 
taken more chances than any of them. 
The pursuit after the Rappetto robbery 
was 
very 
close. 
Rowland 
passed 
within ten yards of me as I lay in tlie 
brush after abandoning m y horses in 
Tejunga Cañón. 
I had by m y side 
two iiiiiry ritles and two revolvers. 
•Q . 
Now give me your version of the 
Tres Pinos murder. 
A. 1 will tell you the truth, and in 
order that you m ay hereafter know 
that what I say is true, I w ill give you 
tlie names of my party. 
If tiiese men 
are captured they w ill substantiate 
what I say. 
A t Tres Pinos my party 
consisted of five men, all told. 
Adon 
Lebia acted as m y Lieutenant, and 
when I sent out a party lie went as 
chief. 
I remained somedistance away 
from Tres Pinos and scut Lebia with 
two men into tlie place, with instruc­ 
tions to drink and smoke, but to draw 
110 weapons nor do 110 violence until I 
arrived. Chavis remained with me. 
W e soon followed tlie advance guard, 
and when we reached Tres Pinos we 
found the men tied and tlie murders 
already committed. I scolded the men 
for disobeying my orders, and said, 
“ Let us all leave.” 
I said to tlie lady 
whose husband was tied, that if she 
did not give me the money I would kill 
liim. 
8I10 gave me the money. 
I did 
not kill him. 
Q.— How much money did she give 
you ? 
A .— Oli 
very 
little. 
Tlie whole 
amount did not exceed $200. The 
goods were taken from tlie store after 
my arrival. 
G.— W ho committed tlie murders? 
A .— Lebia shot tliem an in tlie stable 
and at the store door. 
Rom alo killed 
tlie man inside of tlie house. 
[Here 
Vasquez gave under seal of secresy the 
names of tlie four men who were witli 
him, and also stated that two friends 
of Lebia, whom 
lie did not know, 
werC of tlie party.] 
(I.— After leaving Tres Pinos where 
did you go ? 
A .—The two friends of Lebia left us 
and went 
away 
imm ediately after 
leaving the Beene of 
tlie 
murder. 
Shortly after, two of m y party sepa­ 
rated from us and remained in tlie 
upper counties. 
Chavis, Lebia and 


m yself traveled south without mo­ 
lestation 
until 
we 
reached 
ltock 
Creek. 
Q.—Tell me about the affair with 
Lebia’s wife? 
A .— A crim inal intim acy had ex­ 
isted between m yself and Lebia’s wife 
long before I left the ranch in Monterey 
county, hut Lebia never suspicioned 
us. 
At. Rock Creek lie caught us in 
flagrante delicto. 
Then lie turned 
against me and sought to have me 
captured. 
Lebia had been w ith me a 
long tim e prior to tlio Tres Pinos 
murders. 
Q.— W here have you spent tlie most 
of your tim e since that event? 
A .— I have made runs into the upper 
counties, but only for a few days. 
Most of the time 1 have remained in 
Los Angeles and Kern counties. 
Q.— Had 
you no 
suspicions that 
Sheriff' Rowland was watching you? 
A .— No; I had him carefully spotted, 
but he was so appiuently indifferent 
about the whole matter that he threw 
me oil" m y guard. 
I knew every move 
of Morse, and was often around his 
camp in the San Fernando Mountains. 
I did not fear him; but Rowland out­ 
witted me. 
Q.— H ow long liad you been fre­ 
quent in:g tlio house of Greek George 
when you were captured ? 
A .— 1 had not been stopping there. 
On the day of my capture 1 went into 
tlie house to get my dinner. 
1 had 
lived in tins hills in the vicinity of tlie 
house for the past two or three weeks. 
I had no suspicions that Rowland liad 
sent out a party in search of me. Had 
I had the faintest intimation that such 
was the case, they would not have 
captured me. 
Q.— W liat were your general plans 
of operation ? 
A .— Some time ago, Chavis, Lebia 
and 
myself, and later, Chavis and 
and I, arranged the plans. 
1 usually 
had 110 confidants. 
When I wanted a 
party of m en'I liad 110 difficulty in 
finding tlie requisite number. 
The 
work done, the party disbanded, and 
each went liis way. ' I trusted 110 one. 
This plan of operation was the best, 
for the reason that the men, when not 
wanted by me, were engaged in their 
ordinary occupations, and were scat­ 
tered over the country. 
No one sus- 
picioned them. 
Q.— I have heard that you said you 
could overrun this portion of the State 
if you had money. 
How would you 
have acted ? 
A .— W ith tlio arms and provisions 
that I could have purchased with fifty 
or sixty thousand dollars, I could raise 
a force with which 1 could revolution­ 
ize Southern California. 
Q — H ave you any relations in this 
State ? 
A .— Yes; I have three brothers and 
two married sisters. 
My father and 
mother are dead. 
Q.— Do you wish to say anything 
concerning your present condition or 
future prospects ? 
A .— Only this. 
I am not as bad a 
man as 1 am represented. 
I have 
robbed men, and I iiave tied them up, 
but I never killed a man, never shed 
human blood, and have always ad­ 
vised those w ith me not to kill or 
wound those we robbed. 
I have been 
persecuted and driven from point to 
point, from year to year. 
The white 
men heaped wrong upon me in Mont­ 
erey, and the officers hounded me until 
1 was driven from an honest culling 
in Mendocino county. 
Of tlie future 
I shall at this time say nothing. 
Of 
Sheriff Rowland and tlie gentlemen 
who captured 111c, 1 will say they are 
all brave men. 
They took desperate 
chances, and it was one chance in a 
million that they succeeded. 
They 
could have killed me, hut did not, and 
they have treated me in tlie kindest 
manner. 
A t this moment a couple of ladies, 
who wished to see tlie prisoner, en­ 
tered tlie room, and in response to tlie 
expression of one that she was so sorry 
to see so brave a man ¡11 his condition, 
lie thanked her and said, he feared he 
was not the brave man slio thought 
him, or he 
would not have been 
captured. 
She said she was sincerely 
sorry to hear of liis capture. 
He 
thanked her again, and raising liis 
bandaged 
bands 
in 
a reverential 
manner said, “ (¿ue tas bendiciones de 
Dias 
sean siempre 
contigo"— May 
God's blessings ever rain upon you.

Our New Mining Discoveries. 


Mr. P.ell, the discoverer of the new 
leads in the range of hills about seven 
miles northeast of our city, was yes­ 
terday in town. 
Ho brings reports of 
additional discoveries which give indi­ 
cations more promising than tlie first. 
One specimen placed in the hands of 
an assayer shows the presence of 
$03 70 in silver and $7 in gold to tlie 
ton. The claim from which this spec­ 
imen was taken has 1111 interest secured 
to some two or three of our most prom­ 
inent citizens, who w ill immediately 
furnish sufficient capital for its full 
development. 
A specimen of outcrop­ 
ping rock, taken from another place 
assays $7 57 in gold and $1 41 in silver 
to tlie ton. This is probably only a 
slight indication of the rock lying be­ 
neath. 
If the presence of gold and 
silver bearing ore, even in moderate 
richness, is demonstrated so near this 
city, with the attendant small ex­ 
penses of working, the mines cannot 
hut prove valuable. W e await further 
developments with much interest. 


The Sad Accident at Spadra. 


Little B illy Rubottom, who met 
with tlie terrible accident at Spadra, 
Thursday, having liis left leg crushed 
by the wheel of an engine-tender, died 
about 9 o’clock the same night. 
Drs. 
Richardson and Wise, who went from 
this city by Special train to attend the 
sufferer, were unable to minister any 
material aid. The terrible shock which 
his nervous system sustained was 
more than lie could survive, and de­ 
spite every effort made for his resusci­ 
tation, he slowly sank from tlie time 
of the accident, about 5} o’clock in tlie 
afternoon, until he expired. 
There 
can be 110 blame in tlie matter at­ 
tached to anybody, except to the boy 
himself. 
He hud been told repeatedly 
not to jum p upon the train, but he dis­ 
regarded the warning once too often, 
and reaped tlie fearful consequences. 
A party who was present at tlie time 
of tlie accident and who saw tlie 
wounded boy afterward, says that lie 
evinced true Spartan pluck through­ 
out, scarcely giving expression at any 
time to the intense pain lie must have 
suffered. 
Boys, take warning.

man was taken at once to liis house 
ami a physician summoned, who ex ­ 
tracted the shot as far us they could 
be found and pronounced liis patient 
in a fair way to recover. Stevenson 
afterwards gave him self up to the au­ 
thorities. 
Here tlie feud, rests until 
brought before tlio Courts, as it doubt­ 
less will lie soon.
